The Right to Exclude 


On the question of Asiatic immi- 
gration, Premier King a few days 
ago tabled in Parliament a memor- 
andum which bears upon the right 
of a country to close its doors 
against foreigners when that is 
considered in the national inter- 
ests. The document summarizes 
the vonditions upon which Cana- 
dians and others are permitted to 
reside in Japan. It is the more 
important because Japan is one of 
the countries whose people are 
flocking into British Columbia in 


such numbers as to threaten to) 


swamp the whites, and make it an 
Oriental colony inside the borders 
of the Dominion, The memoran- 
dum is as follows: 


In common with other foreigners, 
Canadians cannot as ind!viduais own 
land in Japan. They can, however, 
if they form an association and be- 
come juridical persons” under Jap- 
anese law. They further enjoy the 
rights of perpetual lease In respect 
of land in certain portions of the 
former eettiements in the open 
ports; and they may become hold- 
ers of rights of “superficiea” and 
“emphyteusis.” Foreigners have no 
franchise rights either in connection 
with elections to the Diet or to the 
prefectural, municipal, town, village 
or district assemblies, 

Canadian vessels may not engage 
fn the coasting trade between Japan- 
ese ports, and Canadians may not 
become owners of e@hips flying the 
Japanese flag, though they may be- 
come members of “goshi-kwaisha"’ 
(partnership with HMmited and un- 
limited Nability), “kabushiki-goshi- 
Kwaishe” (joint etock partnerships 
with Mmited and unlimited Mability) 
owning Japanese ships.

Foreign unskilled laborers may 
not pursue their callinge in Japan 
outside the. limits of the former 
foreign settlemente or the “mixed 
residence’ areas without the express 
permission of the administrative 
authorities. Laborers for thie pur- 
pose are defined asa being persons 
engaged in laboring pursuits in con- 


nection with farming, fishing, 
mining, public works, bullding, 
manufacturing, transport, hauling 


(of vehicles), stevedoring and other 
forms of manual labor, but not per- 
sons in domestic services or persons 
following the calling of cooke and 
waiters, 

Japan does not, of course, say 
that Canadians may not enter the 
country and reside there. But it 
lays down the principle that it has 
the right to say so if that should 
be deemed to be necessary to pro- 
tect Japans interests, individual, 
occupational, or national. 
laws summarized do exclude all 
Canadians but those who are will- 
ing to live under the eonditions 
named and to do business in accord 
with the limitations setup. Those 
jimitations are fixed with a view to 
preventing foreigners engaging in 
business except in a way that will 
not prejudice the interests of the 
Japanese ; and also to prevent them 
entering the country in such num- 
bers and attaining such influence 
as would make them a peril to the 
nationa) institutions, 
and social order. The underlying 
principle is that Japan must re- 
main a Japanese country, and that

tablishment of a wheat board will 
place heavy obligations upon the 
government, naturally the govern- 
ment would prefer that there 
should be no wheat board. But the 
government has only an equality, 
hot a majority of votes in tho 
House of Commons, Therefore it 
must get support fram one or 
other of the opposition groups in 
order to carry on. So far it has 
chosen to depend upon the Pro- 
gressive group for support. The 
more it has leaned on that support 
the more it has come to depend 
upon it, and the less likely it is to 
get support from the Conservative 
|group, which constitutes the offi- 
cial opposition. When the Pro- 
gressives in parliament unitedly 
and determinedly demand a wheat 
board, and are backed either ag- 
gressively or tacitly by the large 
majority of the daily press of the 
prairie west, the government is 
placed in a difficult position, to 


say the least, if the demand is re- | 


jfused. The government has yielded 
|so often recently to less powerful 
pressure that the chances of its 
yielding in this case are at least a 
good bet. 

Skillful propaganda, persistent 
ly carried on, has been successful 
,in impressing the large majority 
of western wheat

The conference adopted the re 
port of the econamic commission 
which contains constructive re 
commendations fer the economic 
reorganization of Europe; adopt- 
ed the arrangement for the con- 
ference at The Hague and pro- 
claimed Premier Lloyd George's 
famous non-aggressive pact, 


which, though provisional in its! 


nature, it is hoped to follow with 


a permanent European peace pact. 
Bid Italy Farewell 

Premier Facta, of Italy, as prea!- 
dent of the conference, svlemniy 
closed its wessiong by bidding farewell 
to all the delegations on behalt of the 
king, the government and the people 
of Italy, by thanking them for their 
valuable work and by expressing bes. 
wishes for the future prosperity of 
all the natlona. 

The Dutch minister on behalf of 
Holland, voiced the assurance that 
everything possible would be done by 
the Netherlands to facilitate the 
work of the forthcoming conference 
of experts, with the Dutch govern- 
ment and people contributing all they 
could to the success of the meeting ut 
The Hague. 

Warning to Rustans 

The keynote of all the remarks ait
